Now, if tho 
pension bill becomes a law ana ti>o 
deserters and the dishonorably dis" 
charged, if they served ninety days, 
are rewarJeJ just tbe same as the men 
who stood by iLu flag and nobly per- 
formed their duty, the pension rolls 
may be increase, by those vvho de- 
serted tho ranks 
or disgraced tho 


uniform of tho army and navy. 


In justice to themselves the veterans 


of the war, who served the full tvrm 
for which they enlisted or volunteered, 
or until they 
were honorably dis- 


charged, should protest against the 
passage of this bill. 
It is due to them 


that they should bo distinguished from 
the deserter or the ruffian, v, ho was 
dishonorably discharged.

| but they v. ill find higher prouud 01 
' climb up into the stalks of thd alfalfa, 
[ until tho water 1ms subsided, and then 
renew the attack. They breed remark- 
ably fast and at the rate of from eight 
to ten at a litter. If something is not 
done, and that soon, to check or de- 
stroy them, they will, in his opinion, 
at the rate of increase of the last year 
or two, take tho valley in a short time. 
He thinks that it is something that 
should receive serious consideration, 
and that no time should be lost, as an 
attack on them now will save the farm, 
ers of the valley, particularly around 
Glendale, thousands of dollars. 


He does not know of any particular 


method of lidding the country of the 
pest, but thinks that the Experiment 
station at the University should look 
into it and see if some plan cannot be 
recommended. 


He suggests that a large number of 


them be caught alive and that they be 
innoculated with something that will 
produce a contagions disease, and then 
turn them luose in different sections 
of the valley. He believes this can be 
done and that it would do more to rid 
the valley of them than any other 
method that could be adopted. 


He offers to furnish the live moles 


foi experiment, and considering the 
circumstances and the menace to the 
faimers, the suggestion is worthy of 
consideration.

With Noteware and Ellis to assist, he 
bad gone away back to the commence- 
ment, examining or analyzing the rec- 
ord of every bar or melt that had 
passed through the mint and the result 
was thfi discovery of those additional 
bogus melts, accounting for that much 
more oi1 the shortage. Inquiry in San 
Francisco and elsewhere failed to show 
that defendant had disposed of any 
bullion, but I have had a fixed opinion 
as to who got away with that from the 
mint, and have had no cause to change 
it in the least. 


J. E. Crandall, Chief Cterk of Wells, 


Fargo & Co., of San Francisco, testified 
to the banking account of defendant 
with wtbat house, commencing Decem- 
ber, 1891, and closing in January, 1895, 
Sum total of transactions, $26,702 30, 
largest single deposit $3,000in January, 
1893, and September 20, 1891 It was 
simply a running bank account, no 
stock business, Jones drawing out at 
last with $16 59 in his favor. Have ex< 
ammed defendant's account with Wells, 
Fargo & Co. here in Carson. He dealt 
mainly in Con. Virginia stock. Had at 
one time $4,600 in his favor. 
^,10,000 deposit in 1891 and the 
in 1893 was $4,420. 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 


T. E. Hofer, Cashiei of the Bullion 


and Exchrnge Bank, Carson, testified 
that Jones' account there extended 
from July 6, 1891, to December 81,1895, 
his total transactions amounting to 
$54,214 S5; aggregate of deposits $35,- 
015 50. The highest he paid for Con. 
Virginia was $13 per share, and the 
lowest $6. He also dealt in Belcher, 
Bullion, New York Consolidated and 
Ophir. 
The largest amount to his 


credit at any one time was $3,670 75, in 
October, 1891. He came out $1,800 be- 
hind in bis dealings with the bank, 
drawing out at last with $21 and 20U 
shares of Con. Virginia m his favor, 
worth at that time $6 per share. I un 
derstood from him at one time that he 
bought lots in San Francisco in 1891 
for $10,000 and loaned $500 to Sam 
Davis, $500 to W. H. Doane and $1,000 
to Governor Jones. 


G. I. Ives, broker, San Francisco, 


testified that Jones called at his office 
one day last fall asking to tako a look 
at the stock account of Captain, John 
Kelly, saying that he had been inter- 
ested with Kelly in some of his heavi- 
est transactions through me. I told 
him I knew nothing about that; never 
had heard Kelly say so, therefore de- 
lined to show him the account. He 
said he would send his attorney, Mr. 
Coffin, around to see me shortly in the 
matter. 
Mr. Coffin came and I bad to 


tell him the same that I did Jones. 
My customers' accounts are confiden- 
tial with myself. John Kelly died Feb- 
ruary 13,1890. 


Warren Notewaie testified as to the 


salaiy received by Jones while em- 
ployed in the mint, also as to the term 
and employment of Heney. 


P. B. Ellis testified as to the liberal 


style and habits of defendant in all his 
dealings at home and abroad; built 
himself a residence in Carson worth 
$5,000 or $6,000, well furnished; lived 
well and treated his friends welL 


A. L. Gallaher, U. S. Secret Service 


Agent, also testified similarly as to the 
aabits of defendant, spending money 
freely among his friends. Was specially 
sent by his chief of Department to 
watch the habits of defendant and 
other mint employes and report, which 
ho had done and was still doing. At 
one interview defendant told him ho 
was-poor when he came into the mint, 
but borrowed $2,000 and made big 
money in stocks, especially in Con. 
Virginia. 


At 4 P. M. court adjourned till 10 A. 


M. to-morrow.

Ue Wag a True Friend of Nevada and 


His Loss is Deeply Deplored. 


NEW YOBK, April 24,1896. 


EDITOR STATE JOURNAL:—The death 


of the Governor of Nevada is received 
with a deep sense of sorrow far beyond 
the borders of his own State. To the 
friends of the irrigation movement it 
seemo like a calamity. 
The official, 


head of no other State had manifested 
the same degree of interest in the 
need of wise and comprehensive laws, 
or the possibilities of important de- 
velopments through well considered 
plans of reclamation and settlement as 
Governor Jones. I have bad occasion 
to come in contact with the public men 
of all our Western States and to learn 
how much or little they are interested 
in the fundamental industry of the 
arid region. And I have no hesitation 
in saying that in the death of your 
distinguished citizen our cause has 
lost the most sincere and constant 
friend who has been placed at the head 
of any State m a decade. The friends 
of irrigation throughout the West, and 
throughout the United States, owe to 
the memory of the Governor a tribute 
of admiration and respect. 


It is to bo doubted whether the 


people of 
Nevada appreciated the 


amount of work which Mr. Jones 
has done many years in the past in 
giving the outside public a favorable 
impression of their State. Long before 
his name was mentioned for the high 
est office ia their gift, he was generally 
known as the fountain of information 
to whom outside inquirers applied for 
facta about the resources of Nevada. 
His reports were always prompt, pains- 
taking and complete. They were more 
—they were invariably loyal and en 
thusiastic. 
With all his heart and 


sonl he believed that nature had de- 
signed Nevadat o be a great and popu- 
lous commonwealth, and that only an 
extraordinary combination of unfavor- 
able circumstances had relegatedjher to 
the bottom of the list in population, if 
not in popular respect. He longed to 
see Nevada rise up out of the dust in 
which she had been plunged by a wild 
era of speculation and feverish pros- 
perity and the consequent collapse 
He wanted to see her lay broad foun- 
dations for a broad and solid and en- 
during industrial life, To this end he 
lost no oppoatunity to defend his State 
from the sneers of those who misunder- 
stood her and availed himself of every 
chance to put the real character of her 
climate, soil and resources before the 
countiy. 
Other public men of your 


State have made themselves more con- 
spicuous, but I doubt whether sny of 
them, in the hundred ways in which 
men can make faith and loyalty count 
for good, have been more useful. 


I have known the late Governor as a 


public man for a number of years and 
shall never forget the splendid fight he 
made to land the third session of the 
National Irrigation Congress in Carson 
or Eeno. 
But I have two memories of 


him which I shall always treasure 
above all others. 


The first of these ia the memory of 


my visit to Nevada in May, 1895. Know- 
ing that I was in a position to do some 
thing in the way of bringing Western 
resources before the country at large, 
Governor Jones devoted nearly every 
moment of my ten days' ptay to an ef- 
fort to fill my mind and heart with en- 
thusiasm over the possibilities of Ne- 
vada. He insisted that I should inter- 
view everybody within reach whocould 
furnish an additional fact to the advan- 
tage of the State. 
Oar day's ride 


through 
the Carson valley, 
A'hich 


brought us at dusk to the little town 
of Genoa, and 
back to Carson by 


moonlight, was one of the most profit- 
able days I ever spent. 
No lover ever 


pleaded more ardently to his mistress 
than the Governor for his State. He 
saw not the sagebrush of the desert, 
but the prosperous fields, gardens and 
homes promised by bis faith and en- 
thusiasm. Beyond the depression and 
disappointments of the hour, he saw 
the full outlines of the prosperity that 
is yet to be in your cities, mining 
camps and farms. He believed that it 
was only necessary that the American 
people should know Nevada as she ia 
capaple of being, to bring about the 
speedy realization of her best possibili- 
ties. And all bis talk was of plans for 
inaugurating something in this direc- 
tion. 
It was his dieam to have th-s 


done during bis administration. 
He 


was as proud of the character of his 
people as of the State's resources. He 
took me to the comic opera performed 
by local talent, and I doubt if any of 
the favorites of the night were more 
pleased with the generous applause 
which greeted their efforts than was the 
Governor, who saw in the performance 
evidence of that spirit which is so es- 
sential to the social culture and happi- 
ness of a people. 


My last memory of the Governor is 


very different from that of the aggres- 
sive and enthusiastic figure I knew at 
Carson last year. I saw him at San 
Francisco, Sunday, March 8th, last. I 
knew he had been desperately and al- 
most hopelessly ill and did not suppose 
bo could be seen. I was delighted, 
tiowever, to recoive a note from him 
a&king me to call. I found him plainly 
marked by the farrows of a great ill- 
ness, bat boayed by a lively hope of re- 
covery. He had defied the predictions 


of his physicians and was apparently 
struggling up (he path to restored 
health, though with haggard face and 
feeble footsteps. 
Hia talk was all of 


Nevada and of the chance to build her 
up. 
He told me how he had scoured 


the State for photographs of character- 
istic scenes for my Century paper. 
He 


discussed the outlook for reclaiming 
largo portions of Oarson valley, and 
detailed the efforts at colonization in 
Nye county. He told me of his hopes 
for good legislation in the future and 
for bringing about the co-operation ol 
enterprise and wealth of the State in 
order to publish her resources attract- 
ively to the world. He was so anxious 
about these matters that it was with 
difficulty that I could induco him to 
terminate his interview, when I saw 
he was overtaxing his strength. His 
new physician,, had promised him 
thirty years more of life, but in little 
more than thirty days I learned, 
through the Boston newspapers, thai 
he had fallen. 


Governor Jones did not pretend to 


be a great man. Bat he was a fine type 
of that sturdy, loyal and aggressive 
element in our western life which 
makes States in the wilderness. He 
loved Nevada and the West. 
He did 


all in his power to build them up. 
am confident that if he had lived to the 
end of his term he would have left a 
monument to commemorate his service 
in the Governorship. It is sincerely to 
be hoped that the plans which he was 
trying to realize for the benefit of Ne 
vada may not be buried in his grave.

Co any military duty whatever, or to givo any 
information that may bo prejudicial to the in- 
toreste of tho same until regular exchange. 
This parole is extended to th£ wounded in 
consideration of humanity, to save a painful 
and tedious march to tho rear.

Colonel Second Wisconsin Volunteers. 


' 'It vas tho second day of Gettys- 


burg, '' said General Fairehild in speak- 
ing of it. "I had been wonnded the day 
before find had jusc had an amputation, 
and I was not feeling exactly like 'tak- 
ing tip arms against the Confederate 
States or doing any military duty what- 
ever ' It was Captain Enaack, Company 
B of the First Maryland volunteers, 
who caino to mo and asked mo niy name 
and rank and whether I would give pa- 
role. I would have given anything— 
'<ignrcl anything—just to bo left alone. 
A few other individual paroles were 
given that day and run off at the Gettys- 
bnrj printing office. "—Milwaukee Wis- 
consin.

A striking 
example of "paternalism" is presented 
by tho regulations which govern bicycle 
riding in Vienna, as set forth by a cor- 
respondent of the New York Home 
Journal. 


In Vienna all bicycle riders before 


obtf.iuing permission to ride on the pub- 
lic streets must pass 'an official exami- 
nation. They are required to ride be- 
t-n-ceu boards laid on tho floor without 
toncl.iiig the sides or edges of tho boards. 
At tho word of command they must be 
ablo to dismount cither right, left or 
backward 
Until tho rider passes this 


strict examination satisfactorily a li- 
crn«o to ride 011 the public highway is 
refused.
